I have the honour of submitting the Annual General Abstracts, 

■which give, by Counties and Provinces, the entire area under 
each description of Crop ; also the total number of Live Stock in 
the Country. 

The collection of the Agricultural Statistics commenced on the 
1st of June, and the last of the Returns were received by me on 
the 19th of July. 

From the Royal Irish Constabulary and Metropolitan Police, ® h a e c g^ f e 
3,550 members were selected for the purpose of obtaining the ration, 
necessary materials for the publication of the Annual General 
Abstracts, and this important duty was performed by them with 
zeal and efficiency. 

The various Holdings, which amount in all to about 600,000, 
were visited by the Enumerators, and the names of the several 
parties from whom the particulars of Tillage and Live Stock for 
each Holding -were obtained, are stated on the Returns , with a view 
to further inquiry in any case, should it he found necessary . 

The information necessary for the compiling of the Agricultural 
Statistics has been willingly afforded by all classes connected with 
the land. 

The Abstracts have been carefully compiled from summaries 
made by the Enumerators, for their respective districts, and may 
in some slight degree differ from the revised figures which will be 
subsequently published.

In wheat there is a decrease of 39,398 acres, oats of 14,781 acres, 
barley of 13,241 acres, bere and rye of 1,098 acres, pease of 355 
acres, potatoes of 19,893 acres, cabbage of 1,400 acres, carrots and 
other green crops of 1,115 acres, vetches of 2,433 acres, and mea- 
dow and clover of 83,212 acres.

— In connexion with the large increase in the Scutching 
area under Flax — 31,704 acres — I beg to state that the number MiUs ' 
of Scutching Mills in Ireland in 1876 is as follows:- — In the province 
of Ulster, 1,203; — Leinster, 12; — Munster, 24; and Connaught, 

20; — making in all 1,259. 

Emigration . — In the first six months of 1875 the Returns of Emigration 
Emigrants from the several ports of Ireland show that 31,095 
persons left this country. The number for the same period in 
1876 was 20,604, being a decrease of 10,491 persons in the first 
half of this year. The emigration referred to is given by months 
for 1875 and 1876 at page 20.
